“10 per cent of them are using pa- 
triotism as a camouflage to chise 
on workers’ rights and destroy la- 
bor unions,” I. M. Ornburn, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the A. F. of L.

Five million tons of scrap must ; 
be collected before the snow flies 
to keep our steel mills going at 
capacity so that American boys, on 
their way to the battlefronts, will 
not be short of war equipment. 


The shortage of steel already is 
putting a serious dent into our war 
production program. Mills and 
shipyards in many parts of the 
country have been forced to shut 
down, thus throwing thousands out 
of work. This shortage will be ag- 
gravated unless the supply of scrap 
iron that goes into the making of 
steel is promptly augmented. The 
steel mills have on hand now only 
a two weeks’ supply of scrap. 


That is why the government 
again appeals to every American 
to search his cellar and attic and 


garage for discarded and outworn 


metal objects that can be added to 
the nation’s scrap piles. The need 


}is urgent. Do it now! Collect all the 


scrap you can and take it to the 
neighborhood gasoline station or 
public garage. 

The government does not ask 
you for tools or appliances that you 
need or can still use. It wants only 
your idle and rusting metal. Surely 
this isn’t too much to ask! 

The scrap iron going to rust in 
your cellar or attic is vitally needed 
by your government now. It may 
help speed the day of victory. So 
let’s all of us start on a treasure 
hunt to collect that metal now! 
The Role of Labor 


Labor day has come and gone 
and again the nation must realize 
that American workers are in the 
forefront of our

war production board 
officials emphasized that without 
the enthusiastic support of labor 
we can't win this war.

Let’s show America, let’s show 
the world, that we can do it! 
A Word to Congress 

President Roosevelt did not dis- 
close the details of his wage sta- 
bilization program in his fireside 
chat to the nation. He said he 
would stabilize wages at the same 
time congress gave him authority 
to stabilize farm prices at parity. 
He needs legislation to act on farm 


prices. But he does not need addi- 
tional legislation to deal with 
wages. 


Despite these obvious facts, poli- 
ticians in congress already are talk- 
ing of tacking on a wage stabiliza- 
tion clause to the new farm price 
bill. This is supposed to placate the 
farmers. Actually, it is just cheap 
politics. Worse than that, it is poli- 
tics as usual, 

It would be a grave mistake 
for congress to monkey around 
with wage stabilization by leg- 
islation. This would be a grave 
and unnecessary departure 
from the paths of democracy. 
If workers are willing to sta- 
bilize their wages voluntarily 
according to the wishes of the 
government, certainly it would 
be a gratuitous insult to force 
it upon them by law. 


Yet the facts are that the presi- 
dent of the United States has come 
to an understanding with the lead- 


ers of labor upon the question of | 


wage stabilization—an understand- 
ing that is apparently satisfactory 
to both sides. 

The president made it clear in 
his talk that he isn’t worried about 
putting wage stabilization into ef- 
fect. The inference is that this 
problem is settled. Then why should 
congress now proceed to muddy the 
waters? 

We hope the leaders of congress 


will do just what the president 
asked and keep their fingers out of 
the buzz-saw.

AFL Calls For Liberalization 
Of Social Security System 


Legislation Offered by Congressman 
Eliot Proposes Sweeping Amendments; 
Makes Provisions for Mothers, Soldiers 


At the suggestion of the American Federation of Labor, Con- 
gressman Thomas H. Eliot (Dem., Mass.) this week offered | 
in the house legislation making sweeping changes in the social 


security system. 


The A. F. of L. declares these changes do not affect in an 


way the railroad workers’ own®———_ 


pension and job insurance and 
employment systems. 
The Massachusetts solon as- 


sisted in drafting the original 
social security act and for a time 


|served as general counsel for the 
| social security board. 
Among the important amend- 


ments proposed are: 

Extension of age pensions to 
groups not now covered, in- 
cluding farm workers, domes- 
tics, self-employed persons and 
others, to a total of about 
6,000,000. 

Injured workers incapaci- 
tated for more than six-months 
are to be paid full pensions, ex- 
cept where they receive work- 
men’s compensation. 

Injured or sick workers are 
to be provided hospitalization. 

Working women are to be 
paid benefits for 12 weeks dur- 
ing the period of maternity. 

Unemployment and disability 
benefits are extended to work- 
ers’ dependents.

the waiting period. 

A unique feature is a provision 
that discharged members of the 
armed forces shall be paid unem- 
ployment benefits until they obtain 
jobs, the cost to be borne by the 
federal government, 

Age pensions are increased, but 
the boost is so small—from $1.50 to 
$8 a month, depending on the pen- 
sioner’s previous earnings — that 
this is regarded as one of the least 
important sections of the bill. 

To meet the cost of addi- 
tional benefits, the bill increases 
the social security tax from 2 
to 4 per cent, and it may be 
lifted to 6 per cent by 1949. The 
tax applies both to employes 
and employers. 

Last year President Roosevelt 
told congressional leaders he fa- 
vored liberalization of the social 
security system and that a com- 
mittee of administrative officials 
had been named to suggest legisla- 
tion. 

Unfortunately, that committee 
has been torn by dissension, and its 
failure to act, President William! 
Green declared, made it necessary 
for friends of social security to do 
something.
